‘“(B) any securities, equity interest, or in-
strument of indebtedness that is derivative
of, or is designed to provide investment expo-
sure to, a security, equity interest, or instru-
ment of indebtedness described in subpara-
graph (A),
of any company or business operation based
in the People’s Republic of China or in any
threat investment.

‘“(2) DIVESTITURE OF ASSETS.—Each plan fi-
duciary shall divest of any securities or
other investments prohibited under para-
graph (1) not later than 1 year after, as appli-
cable—

‘““(A) the date of enactment of this sub-
section; or

‘“(B) in the case of any threat investment
that is listed by the Secretary of Defense
after the date of enactment of this sub-
section, the date on which such threat in-
vestment is listed.
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‘“(3) THREAT INVESTMENTS.—For purposes of
this subsection, the term ‘threat investment’
means any company or business operation
identified and listed by the Secretary of De-
fense as a company or business operation
that directly threatens the United States
homeland or the Armed Forces of the United
States overseas. The Secretary of Defense
shall publish a list of any such companies
annually and the Secretary of Labor shall re-
publish such list on the website of the De-
partment of Labor.”.
